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PORT COLBORNE — Brad Adams is a hero by definition. 

Mayor Vance Badawey said a hero is someone who puts his life 
ahead of the outcome. 

That’s what Adams did on Sunday, July 12, when he jumped into 
the Welland Canal near the Clarence St. Bridge to help a girl who was 
having trouble in the water. 

“He is a local hero the city can be proud of,” said Badawey. “He 
jumped in feet first, literally.” 

Adams received a hero’s welcome at Port Colborne city council 
Sept. 14. Fire Chief Tom Cartwright explained to council what hap¬ 
pened about 4 p.m. that Sunday. A girl either jumped or fell into the 
canal. She was swept out by the back wash of a passing ship and 
started to struggle. Adams jumped in, swam to her, held her up and 
then helped her into a boat that came over to assist. It all happened 
in the few minutes it took for firefighters and police to arrive, said 
Cartwright. When the boat reached shore, Adams jumped out and 

“He thought we were after him,” said the fire chief, who was run¬ 
ning to find out what happened and thank him. 

When he phoned Brad’s mother, the response he got was “what did 
he do?” 

The fire chief said Adams did everything right. 

At council, Adams received recognition for what he did. The mayor 
gave him a plaque. Aquatics supervisor Mary Chiasson invited him 
to take a life saving course at the town’s pool. The fire chief had a spe¬ 
cial gift. He said he didn’t want it to be another plaque, so he rolled 
out a fire-engine-red bicycle. 

“It comes with this complete package of safety equipment,” he said 
holding up a bag.

TD’s shoreline initiative cleans up Centennial Park

PORT COLBORNE — TD Canada Trust staff were busy 
last Sunday morning making Centennial Park a more 
beautiful and cleaner place. 

Staff from the Port Colborne branch, and their custom¬ 
ers, friends and family gathered at the park off Vimy Rd. 
Sunday to lend a helping hand to the environment. 

The second annual event was part of TD’s cross-country 
Great Canadian Shoreline Cleanup — an initiative that has 
had Canada’s TD branches helping to keep their communi¬ 
ties clean for several years. 

In Port Colborne, 30 volunteers scoured the park 
grounds and shoreline, picking up litter — including 
everything from cigarette butts to razor blades, said Port 
Colborne TD Trust branch manager Jeff Aubin. 

He said the group began the cleanup around 10 a.m., 
expecting it to take just under three hours. 

“It’s a way for us to give back to the community,” said 
Aubin, adding the event is about “giving back to the com¬ 
munity where we live, work and serve.”

Another important aspect of the shoreline cleanup is 
educating loci youth about keeping the community litter- 
free, he said. 

“We want to teach them how important the environ- 

TD staff and customers brought their children along to 
help with the event. 

“If they have to pick it up, they’re less likely to litter,” 
Aubin said. 

He said the amount of garbage the group found around 
the park and shoreline this year was significandy less than 
last year’s cleanup. Last year’s cleanup yielded 150 to 200 
pounds of metal — including a 250-litre drum — but no 
metal was to be found this year. 

Aubin has hopes the group initiative has encouraged 
people to put their trash where it belongs — in a garbage 
can instead of on the park ground. He expected this year’s 
cleanup to produce roughly 10 bags of garbage. 

The one thing the group didn’t find less of this year, how¬ 
ever, is cigarette butts. After less than an hour of cleaning 
the volunteers had already collected more than 1,000 dis¬ 
carded butts.

Transit is Niagara Region’s No. 1 priority, says Badawey

Entra Consultants said a regional transit 
board should eventually control the 
system. But to start, local municipalities 
are best suited to get intra-regional buses 
running quickly and cheaply, consultant 
Dennis Fletcher said. 

“The extension of existing services would 
be the easiest to implement in the short 
term ... to get buses rolling,” he told mem¬ 
bers of a regional transportation commit- 

Fletcher said basic, hourly triangle ser¬ 
vice between Welland, Niagara FaRs and St. 


Catharines would require seven buses and 
$1.6 million to run in its first year, serving 
about 407,000 people. Expanding the ser¬ 
vice to reach smaller communities and 
provide on-demand pickups in rural areas 
would cost more than $4 million a year to 
run and require 18 buses. 

The report is only the first of a three- 
phase transit study requested by regional 
council last year. Council still hasn’t 
approved funding for the next two studies 
on routes, fares and governance models. 
But several councillors and mayors said 
this week they want to speed up the pro- 


“Transit, in my view, is our No. 1 prior¬ 
ity,” said Port Colborne Mayor Vance 
Badawey, who asked Fletcher how quickly 
a service could begin. 

In theory, buses could roll by April, if the 
region and municipalities work together, 
Fletcher said. Local bus commissions in 
Niagara Falls, St. Catharines and Welland 
have no buses to spare for routes outside 
their own cities and getting new buses usu¬ 
ally takes about a year. But the region could 
lease buses or use private operators to fill 
the gap quickly, Fletcher suggested. 


The thornier issue is governance: who 
pays for and controls the buses? 

Under provincial law, regional govern¬ 
ment has no authority over transit. To start 
its own system or take over existing local 
services, regional council would need a 
triple majority vote. That means a “yes” 
vote from a majority of regional council¬ 
lors, a majority of Niagara’s 12 municipal 
councils and a majority of Niagara’s munic¬ 
ipalities by population. The last time such 
a vote was held, a new specialized transit 
service for the disabled barely squeaked 
through.

Dead walruses

“Some experts have doubts about 
the missile shield concept,” as the 
more cautious reporters put it. (That 
example comes from the BBC web¬ 
site.) A franker journalist would say 
that the ballistic missile defence 
(BMD) system that the Bush adminis¬ 
tration planned to put into Poland 
and the Czech Republic, and that 
President Barack Obama has just can¬ 
celled, has never worked and shows 
few signs of ever doing so. 

Obama has done the right thing. It 
saves money that would have been 
wasted and it repairs relations with 
Russia, which was paranoid about the 
system being so close to its borders. 
The cancellation also signals a signifi¬ 
cant decline in the paranoia in Wash¬ 
ington about Iran. 

Paranoia is the right word in both 
cases. Iran doesn’t have any missiles 
that could even come within range of 
the BMD system that was to go into 
Poland and the Czech Republic, let 
alone nuclear warheads to put on 
them. According to U.S. intelligence 
assessments, Iran is not working on 
nuclear weapons, nor on missiles that 
could reach Europe, let alone the U.S. 
Washington’s decision to deploy the 
system anyway was so irrational that 
it drove the Russians into paranoia as 
well. 

The intelligence in Moscow also 
told Russian leaders that the U.S. 
system was useless junk that had 
never managed to intercept an 
incoming missile in an honest opera¬ 
tional test. (All the tests were shame¬ 
lessly rigged to make it easy for the 
intercepting missiles to strike their 
targets, and still they failed most of 
the time.) Besides, although the 
planned BMD base in Poland was 
close to Russia, it was in the wrong 
place to intercept Russian missiles. 

So why did the Russians get para¬ 
noid about it? Because although they 
knew how the military-industrial 
complex worked in the U.S. (and they 
have similar problems with their own 
domestic version), they simply could 
not believe that the U.S. would spend 
so much money on something so 
stupid and pointless. Surely there was 
something they were missing; some 
secret American strategy that would 
put them at a disadvantage. 

No, there wasn’t, and almost every¬ 
body (except some Poles and Czechs 
who want U.S. troops on their soil as a 
guarantee against Russian misbehav¬ 
iour, and some people on the Ameri¬ 
can right) was pleased by Obama’s 
decision to pull the plug on the proj-

As Dmitry Rogozin, Russia’s ambassador to NATO, said: 
“It’s like having a decomposing corpse in your flat (apart¬ 
ment) and then the undertaker comes and takes it away.” 

But why did the Bush administration choose to deploy 
this non-functioning weapons system in Eastern Europe? 
Indeed, the same BMD system has already been installed 
in California and Alaska (to intercept North Korean mis¬ 
siles that cannot actually reach the U.S. either). It’s as if 
Ford or GM designed a car with faulty steering and 
decided to put it on the market anyway. 

The answer lies in another weapons project that began 
in 1946: the nuclear-powered airplane. It could stay air¬ 
borne for months and fly around the world without refuel¬ 
ing, its boosters promised, and that would give America a 
huge strategic advantage. 

There was only one problem. The nuclear reactor 
needed a lot of shielding, because the aircrew would be 
only metres away. The shields had to be made of lead. And 
lead-filled airplanes cannot fly. 

Fifteen years and about $10 billion (in today’s money) 
later, there was still no viable design for a nuclear-powered 
bomber, let alone a flyable prototype. 

Ballistic missiles were taking over the job of delivering 
nuclear weapons anyway. But when Robert McNamara 
became defence secretary in the Kennedy administration 
in 1961, he was astonished to discover that the nuclear- 
powered aircraft was still in the defence budget. 

It was, he said, “as if I came down to breakfast in the 
morning and found a dead walrus on the dining-room 
table.” It took McNamara two more years to kill the pro¬ 
gram, against fierce opposition from the air force and 
defence industry. The fact that the nuclear-powered air¬ 
craft did not and could not work was irrelevant. 

President Obama has killed the most pointlessly provoc¬ 
ative of the BMD deployments, but he still cannot take the 
political risk of admitting that the system doesn’t work 
(though he twice explained in his speech that the U.S. 
needed missile defence systems that were “proven and 
cost-effective.”) It is the grandchild of Star Wars, a sacred 
relic blessed by Saint Ronald Reagan himself, and it will 
keep appearing on various dining-room tables for years to

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GARBAGE DECISION DEFERRED 

PORT COLBORNE - City council has 
deferred consideration of a new regional 
waste collection contract until the next 
council meeting to give the local business 
improvement area boards a chance to com- 

Ward 2 Coun. Frank DiBartolomeo asked 
for a deferral, saying the BIA just received 
the notice on changes in garbage collection 
and wanted time to study it. 

Ward 3 Coun. Gary Bruno asked whether 
the cost of collections for the commercial 
area would be covered by a fee spread 
across all properties. 

Niagara Region's current waste collection 
contract expires on Feb. 28,2011. Regional 
council has approved new service levels as 
part of a new seven-year contract. 

It’s intended to simplify collection con¬ 


tract options, standardize services across 

the region and increase waste diversion, 
said Ron Hanson, director of engineering 
and operations in a report to council. 

Mayor Vance Badawey said a deadline is 
fast approaching and Port council will only 
have its next meeting to make a comment 
on the proposed waste collection contract. 

Among the major recommendations are: 

• weekly blue and grey box collection in 
BIAs and other designated business areas; 

• weekly waste collection in BIAs; 

• recycling service to multi-residential 
buildings; 

• provisional pricing for organics based 
base level collection to all multi-residential 
buildings with seven or more units; 

• discontinuation of collection in indus¬ 
trial zones, plazas and some commercial 
buildings; 

• elimination of municipal collection 
boundaries; 

• same side of road set out on rural roads.

Feeder Rd. getting a 
well needed makeover

WAINFLEET — Canada’s Economic Action Plan funds 
have literally hit the road in Wainfleet. 

Feeder Rd. reconstruction began Aug. 31. A crew from 
St. Catharines-based Rankin Construction hopes to have 
the $750,000 project done by Sept. 30 and expects it to be 
on budget. 

“Construction is progressing well and we are all eagerly 
anticipating seeing the first bicycle lanes in our township,’’ 
said GregWuisman, Wainfleet’s operations director. 

“Moving the travelled portion of the roadway away from 
the edge of the Feeder Canal should provide added safety 
to users of this roadway.” 

Foreman Richard VanKoughnett of Rankin Construction 
said work has been going well — with the exception of two 
glitches. Being beside the Feeder Canal, workers are bat¬ 
tling nature in the form of mosquitoes. VanKoughnett pur¬ 
chased all the Deep Woods Off he could find $250 worth 
of bug spray to date to fend off the pesky bugs. 

Another setback came when about 400 gallons of diesel 
fuel from a company tanker was nearly stolen. Thieves had 
a trailer with a tank hiding in a nearby cornfield with a 
hose running from the tank. When the operation was dis¬ 
covered, Niagara Regional Police were called in to seize the 
equipment. 

“We must have interrupted them. The only thing they 
didn’t have was the battery hooked up to the pump.” 

“Work is being done to most of Feeder Rd. from Forks 
Rd. to Hwy. 3 to widen 3.3 kilometres of roadway by three 
metres — adding 1.5 metres of bike lanes on each side. 

“Essentially we’re shifting the road over 1.5 metres,” 
VanKoughnett said, noting the excavated portion of the 
road was filled with 1,400 tonnes of stone each day. 

A portion of the road from Wilson Rd. to Forks Rd. was 
redone with cold mix a few years ago and will only 
undergo the bicycle lane expansion. For safety, a guardrail 
will be placed near a deep drain that crosses under Feeder 
Rd. and the canal.

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NEW DEVELOPMENT CHARGES 

P0RTC0LB0RNE- City council 
accepted a new set of development cost 
charges by passing a revision bylaw at its 
Sept. 14 meeting.

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■ RELIGION: Les Turvey’s column reaches out more than 2,000 faithful readers 


Local man spreads word of the Bible through e-mail

PORT COLBORNE—Years of religious experiences have 
led Leslie (Les) Turvey to his current state of beliefs — 
beliefs he shares with 2,000 people worldwide through an 
online Christian ministry tided Life Lines. 

Turvey was born into a Baptist family and served in the 
church for 31 years. 

“Then I had questions, like how do we know if we go to 
heaven and bad people go to hell?” he said. “The Baptist 
ministry couldn’t give me answers. I was getting, ‘You just 
gotta have faith Les.’” 

One day he was reading a Reader’s Digest magazine 
which had an advertisement for the Plain Truth magazine. 
At first he thought it was a communist magazine, but later 
learned it was “the most Christian magazine you’ll ever 

He said the magazine — published by the Worldwide 
Church of God in Pasadena, Calif. — had accurate infor¬ 
mation when compared with verses from the Bible. 

Over a period of time he joined the Church of God in 
Windsor, where he spent 18 years worshiping. But he 
found it too “mind-controlling.” He then made the switch 
to the Church of God International, which had similar 
teachings as the church in Windsor. 

But later, “God decided he could use my knowledge of 
writing in a more independent way.” 

One day, he sat down at his computer and wrote his first 
Life Lines column and obtained a dozen e-mail addresses 
from a Seventh-day Adventist church website. He e-mailed 
his column to those dozen registered members and said if

they didn’t wish to receive the e-mail, to unsubscribe. Six 
chose to continue receiving the column. 

“It gradually grew and now the mailing list is at over 
2,000 and I have to fight to keep it down.” 

His e-mail list includes believers in Australia, England, 
Ireland, Scotland and one in Colombia who translates Tur¬ 
vey’s words of inspiration into Spanish. 

“I now have well over 500 articles. They’re life articles 
written from the point of view of the Bible.” 

He’s written booklets addressing the creation of God’s 
universe, which he said came to him one morning. A 
theory he said was completely different from anything he 
had ever read in the Bible. One booklet addresses life after 
death. 

Turvey is also part of an answer team who field ques¬ 
tions through www.biblestudy.org, to where questions are 
submitted and passed along to a group to provide answers 
through the Bible. His favourite bible is the King James 
Bible, but he also refers to others to search for answers or 
column resources. 

Part of his beliefs includes not celebrating Christmas 
and Easter, but rather celebrating the seven holy days of 
passover and days of unleavened bread, pentecost, trum¬ 
pets, atonement, the feast of tabernacles and the last great 

Turvey and his wife Betty are not currently affiliated with 
organized churches, but rather meet with similar congre¬ 
gations during events. 

He said he will continue to write “as long as God can use

PORT COLBORNE — Another season of minor basket¬ 
ball in Port Colbome is about to tip off. 

Port Colbome Youth Basketball, which was established 
in 1987 by the Optimist Club, begins its schedule in Octo¬ 
ber and runs until March.

Cooper, who has volunteered with Port Colbome Youth 
Basketball for the past 10 years, still remains involved 
despite having no more children in the ranks. His three 
daughters — Harmony, Andrea and Charlotte — all played 
hoops in their hometown. 

The organization has produced many university basket¬ 
ball players including Stephanie, Kristina and Alex Yallin 
who played at the University of Guelph; Kate, Luke and 
Zack Nevar, who also played at Guelph; and Dacia 
O’Sullivan, a former Brock Badger. And graduates of Port 
Colbome Minor Basketball often return and give back to 
the association. "To see them come back and coach is nice, 
too,” Cooper said. 

Cooper recommends parents register their children with 
youth basketball. In addition to giving youngsters exercise 
and the chance to make friends, playing basketball also 
teaches them teamwork and leadership.

Olympic torch is coming to town

PORT COLBORNE — The Olympic torch will make its 
way through Port Colbome during its voyage to Vancouver. 

On Monday Dec. 21 torch bearers and their bus will 
make their way from Fort Erie to Port Colbome. Their stay 
will last from 10:34 a.m. until 11:08 a.m., including a one 
minute stop at Port Colborne High School. 

“We are extremely proud that Vancouver 2010 has 
chosen the City of Port Colborne as one of the stops on the 
torch relay,” said Mayor Vance Badawey. “Now we’re creat¬ 
ing an event to include children. This is a once in a lifetime 
opportunity and we want to include the community.” 

The runner and torch will make their way from Hwy. 3 to 
King St. to Charlotte St. in front of city hall for a ceremony. 
It will then make its way to Port Colbome High School, 
then to Steele St. and to Hwy. 58 on the way to Welland. 

City staff are in the process of planning mini Olympic 
games for the 21st for children at the market square to 
showcase the Canadian winter Games. 

The Olympics will be a reoccurring theme during Sports- 
fest to include some winter events. Badawey said although 
the torch will have a short stay in Port, as part of its 45,000 
km, 1,000 city journey across Canada, the city is planning a 
day of events around its visit. 

Torchbearers will be selected by torchbearing partners 
RBC and Coca-Cola.
